Comment. There have been various reports on infantry units in the towns 
mentioned. fowever, further information is required to identify these units. 
Another source also mentioned Staff Captain Bacak (fnu) as comranding officer 
of an NCO school in Jihlava in the spring of 1951. : 

Comment, In 1948, detailed information had been submitted on the fuel depot 
rear Uemasin. The depot is 100 x 250 meters and contains aircraft engine 911 and 
aircraft gasoline.
